Therefore, this House urges the Govemment of Ontario to support investment and growth of the 
Canadian magazine industry by calling upon the federal Conservative govemment to end "split- 
run" editions by vigorously enforcing current legislation which prevents "editorial dumping"; and 
to quickly act on the interim recommendations of the Task Force on the Canadian Magazine 
Industry to have any investment in magazines by a non-Canadian subject to review by Investment 
Canada.
